The newspaper article in question also notes angry 


reaction by the members of the Council on Foreign Relations to 
the organization's decision to make available to the FBI a 
"Confidential" seminar paper delivered by Ellsberg before a 
imeeting of that organization. 

Earlier investigation had revealed Ellsberg had - _ 
delivered a paper before the group mentioned which had been 
classified by Ellsberg as "Confidential." Appropriate subpoena 
was obtained from the Federal Grand Jury at Boston for production 
of this paper to establish if, in fact, it did contain information 
the unauthorized disclosure of which would be an additional 
substantive violation of espionage statutes on the part of 
Ellsberg. Examination of the paper by Department of Defense 
has subsequently revealed that the "Confidential" classification 
assigned to the paper by Ellsberg was probably made by him to 
provide a cover for a number of generalizations he had drawn 
from intelligence agency documents and material from the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, generalizations he did not want to be 

( circulated by attendees at the Council meeting. Department of 
Defense concluded that Ellsberg avoided quoting from these sources 
and that it would be impossible to link the information and/or 
generalizations given to any specific Department of Defense or 
intelligence agency documents.

The FBI inspection, covering 
eight separate bank accounts 
of the religious association and 
its non profit publishing arm, 
Beacon Press, is part of the 
Justice Department’s investi¬ 
gation into disclosure of the 
Pentagon papers. 

Sen. Mike Gravel (D Alaska), 
who learned of the hank in¬ 
spection last night, said he 
will fly to Boston this morning 
tt> ask the First U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals to hold the 
Justice Department in con- 
tempt of court. 

Gravel contends that the 
FBI action violates the appel¬ 
late court’s order suspending 
the grand jury investigation, 
pending the outcome of the 
senator's legal effort to place 
permanent restrictions on the 
probe of the Pentagon papers. 

Beacon Press last month 
published an edition of the 
secret Pentagon study on the 
Vietnam war from material 
made public by Gravel during 
a midnight Senate subcommit¬ 
tee session June 29. 

As Gravel planned his new 
court action for today, the re¬ 
ligious organization announced 
in Boston that it would send 
representatives to New Eng¬ 
land Merchants National Bank 
—where the records inspection 
\has been taking place—“to 
register our strenuous objec¬ 
tions/’ 

Attorneys for the Unitarian- 
Universal ist Association and 
Beacon Press were also re¬ 
portedly considering their own 
moves in fe^'^l^court in Bos¬ 
ton. ^ 

Statements from both the 


association and Gravel last 
night indicated that the new 
issue had been injected into 
the continuing furor over the 
Pentagon papers investigation 
—the constitutional separation 
of church and state. 

Robert West, president of 
the religious organization, 
which represents some 200.000 
Unitarian-Universalists across 
the country, said, “We per¬ 
ceive grave danger in the sub¬ 
poenaing by the government 
of the checks of a religious de¬ 
nomination, particularly as it 

I relates to the publication of a 
controversial hook.” 

He charged that “serious 
questions of church-state sep¬ 
aration and freedom of the 
press are raised, in addition 
to the general issues of govern¬ 
ment intimidation and repres¬ 
sion of dissent.” 

Gravel, for his part, said, 
“I think it’s wrong. I will use 
everything in my power to 
stop them from what they are 
doinc.” 

The senator has already con¬ 
tended in federal court that

sional immunity as well as the 
constitutional separation of 
powers among the three 
branches of government.
